strengthening the police force of the 
city. He has landed a corps of marines 
from the Minotaur. The American ma- 
rines are on duty patrolling the oily to- 
gether with marines from the other 
ships, with the exception of the Aus- 
trian and Greek vessels. The destruc- 
tion ot property at Aloxaudrjpk haa been 
underrated. The Arabs were provided 
with pertroleum and carried out a sys- 
tematic plan of firing the city. 
The 


rains are still turning, and the British 
Consulate, which escaped destruction 
the first days, is now in ashes. Rioting 
has begun in Cairo and the German and 
Italian Consuls are preparing to leave. 
The British gunboats are at Port Said 
waiting for orders to enter the canal. 


Alexandria is still like a city of the 


dead, although a few Grseks and Mai 
tese are visible on the streets. The 
Americans, Germans, 
Rtgsians and 


Greeks who disembarked from their re 
ipective ships of war act as police in 
the different districts while the British 
occupy the forts and bastrous and are 
stationed at the gates. The French and 
Italians have thus far refused to land. 
A sister of the Khedive's wife died from 
premature confinement during the bom- 
bardment. 


Atabi Pasha is believed tobe encamp- 


ed within twenty miles of Alexandria 
with a reduced niid disaffected army. 
Ko Arab soldiers in Al»xandria are al- 
lowed to cary arms. Four who refused 
to give them up were shot. Altogether 
Alexandria presents sueh a spectacle as 
is seldom witnessed in history. Under

twenty years cannot restore it to its 
former state. 


Nihilist** Methods- 


Shortly after the opening •! the Mo§- 


cew exhibition, which was recently in- 
augurated by the Grand Duke Vlad- 
imir, a young man demanded an audi- 
ence of the Chief of Police at St. 
Petersburg. He refused to state his 
errand to any of the subordinate offic- 
ials, so after being carefully searched 
he was admitted to the presence of the 
General. H«re he stated at once that 
he was sent by'the Bevolutionary party. 
and explained his mission in the follow- 
ing terms: "The Emperor is prevented 
from going to Moscow by his fear of our 
schemes. His dread will cease to be 
justified 
whenever he grants a consti- 


tution. Then he nefd fear no conspi- 
racy, and can go in safety wherever ha 
pleases. It has fallen to my lot to in- 
form you that il the Emperor persists 
in his reactionary policy nothing can 
save him. Neither my friends nor my- 
self wish to murder him treacherously. 
Alexander III. 
is warned as was Alex- 


ander II. 
We do not p.ssassinate, bnl 


we render justice.' At this point oi 
the interview the police officer seemet 
anxious to call in assistance, but thi 
young nihilist stopped him and added 
'I do not wish to be subjected to the 
indignity of torture. In coming here I 
have sacrificed my life. I could hav 
killed yon, but we do not commit niur 
ders Uselessly.' With thesa words thi 
youth stepped back a few paces an 
knocked two large buttons, with whic 
his cuffs were fastened, against his fore 
head.

But there is a dull-blue gray 


fly that follows the grasshopper and 
fights him. 
These insects stay \tich 


them, and when the hopper flies, dart 
at it and fasten under the wings, great- 
ly retarding its flight. According to 
the best observations which could be 
made the larva deposited by the fly up- 
on the soft, thin, membranous spot nn- 
der the wing immediately pierces the 
membrane, entering the body of the 
hopper, and remains until full grown, 
eating from the substance of it.

upon opening the body of the hopper. 
These larvre are carried about until the 
whole body is eaten out or the hopper 
dies by their ravages.
